The Fortieth Con- 
gress. used up nearly eleven hundred pen- 
knives, costing about three dollars each, and, 
of eourse, the members did not pay for 
them, . The .country is so rich, and has 
eo few taxes to pay, that prodigality 
in Congress is & venial fault. Besides 
penknives, such necessary articles as 
snuff, tobacco, pocket scissors, hair-brushes 
and “extra morocco desks,” have been fur- 
nished by a grateful nation to ite representa- 
gives. Among the items is this very start 
ling one: “12 cotton stay-laces, $6.” Can 
such things be? We presume the stay-laces‘ 
were not dear at the price, but is there no 
dark mystery concealed under the supply of 
them? Does some intelligent patriot keep 
his family in such articles at the cost of his 
country? Or does Congress. give stay-laces 
to “sculptresses,” as well as money for 
Earopean tours? Or is there a Congressman 
somewhere in the background who is proud 
of his figure, and has revived the old custom 
of wearing stays tokeep itin shape? Let 
us have a committee on the subject. The 
“revelations” would be.a change on the 
usual style of such reports. 

It costs $2,144 65 to transport the body of 
@ defunct Congressman to;-his home. and 
that when the distance is only short. The 
people may well hope that their represent- 
atives will manage to survive their term of 
office.

There are 
many ways of getting rid of good writing 
paper. 

Our contemporary advises the abolition of 
all the allowances now given to members of 
Congress, and the substitution of one fixed 
sum as salary instead.. The “ franking priv- 
ilege” is the first abuse that ought to be put 
an end to. Now a Congressman may send 
almost anything under his frank, from a

We are told, however, that the managers. 
of the Houses of Refuge have had great suc- 
cess in applying the role, that “ punishment 
should be made to consist, as far as possible, 
in the taking away of privileges conceded to 
good conduct,” and especially the privilege of 
discharge from the institation. What seems 
to us as desirable in this connection, is that 
the last stage in the reform process should 
be comparatively free from. restraint, and 
moré like the career of self-control which is 
met by the youth on leaving the institution. 
To arouse ambition to do good and credita- 
ble things, because they are good and cred- 
itable, is, upon the whole, to implant a mo- 
tive under which the pupil is most likely 
to train himeelf to a useful and hororable 
life. 

It is noteworthy that the Commissioners 
advocate a schoolship, despite the sharp at- 
tack.on that institution in the Massachu- 
setts Board’s report. But they make a very 
good distinction in the plan they propose— 
namely, instead of committing Vi¢ious boys 
directly from the streets to the ships, as in 
Boston, they would select boys to send to it 
from ‘the House of Refuge, and so make the 
ship a species of reward. This strikes us as 
a decided improvement on the other plan. 

It is evident, at all events, from the report 
of the Commissioners, that this branch of 
their labors has been carefully considered, 
with good results, and with still better 
promise. 


The Fisheries. 

The subjoined statement, which we take 
from the editorial columns of the Tribune, is 
important if true : 

“* We have received intelligence of the interest- 
ing fact that the Gloucester fishermen, irritated 
at the frequent and persistent interferénte of 
British cruisers in their legitimate pursuits, and 


determined to submit no longer toexpulsion* 


from waters in which they believe themselves 
entitled to cruise, applied some time ago for legal 
advice as to the extent of their right to resist, 
and acting under this advice, have armed them- 
selves abundantly with Enfield rifles on their 
last two or three voyages, with the firm resolu- 
tion of maintaining their position by force in 
case of molestation by meddlesome revenue cut- 
ters. The patience of the fishermen is exhaust- 
ed; and now satisfied that their just priv- 
fleges been inyaded, they will not hesitate 
to make quick work of any British crew that 
may overstep what, according to their instruc- 
tions, is ita proper authority.” 

The interference of British cruisers with 
American fishermen is always provoking, be- 
cause originating in a pretension which is as 
unwarranted as it is abaurd and unjust. But 
the Gloucester fishermen will act on unwise 
advice if they take a grave international 
question mto their own hands, and repel in- 
terference by force. Ont of a collision of 
this nature serious complications between 
the two nations would inevitably arise. 

The “legal advice” on which, according 
tothe Tribune, the fishermen are preparing 
to act, differs widely from that Mr. Wzs- 
STER, as Secretary of State, gave to the same 


class in 1852. Referring to the conflicting 
claims of the American fishermen and of the 
Provincial authorities, and the determina- 
tion of the latter, with the aid of British 
vessels, to enforce their construction of the 
convention of 1818, he wrote: ‘ 

“'The-immediate effect will be the loss of the 
valuable Fall fishing to American fishermen; a 
complete interruption of the extensive fishing 
business of New-England, attended by constant 
collisions of the most unpleasant and exciting 
character, which may end in the destruction of 
haman life, in the involvement of the Govern- 
ment in questions of a very serious nature, 
threatening the peace of the two countries. Net 
agreeing that the construction thus put upon the 
treaty is conformable to the intentions of the 
contracting parties, this information is, however, 
made public to the end that those concerned in 
the American fisheries may perceive how the 
case at present stands and be upon their guard. 
The whole subject will engage the immediate at- 
tention of the Government.”’ 

The difficulties apprehended by Mr. WxB- 
STER were for the time averted by the Reci- 


‘ procity Treaty, and they recurred with the 


abrogation of that arrangement. The Prov- 
inces have singe been more conciliatory. But 
the old source of ‘trouble still exists, and 
mischief-makers may profit by it to produce 
international comphcations,
